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CENTRALIZE 


There is a strong feeling in 
favour of uniting the various 
small agricultural societies of the 
Territories in one or more large 
organizations, and to hold one or 
two central fairs instead of 15 or 
20 small ones. There is unques- 
tionably a considerable waste of 
money under the present system, 
So called “fairs” or “shows” are 
held at present in almost every 
village and hamlot in the country 
They are attended almost ex- 
clusively by the people of the 
district, the prizes in many cazes 
go year after year tu the same 
exhibitors and the fairs attract 
little or no attention either from 
the world at large or from other 
paris of the Territories. The 
whole system tims fails in accom- 
plishing its two most important 
objects, namely, (1) advertising the 
resources of the country and (2) 
promoting a spirit of wholesome 
rivalry among its producers and 
manufacturers, Another some- 
what objectionable feature of the 
present system is the heavy call it 
makes on merchants and others in 
towns, Situated as Calgary is, 
with three or four agricultural 
sceietie; in the district, its 
business men are expected to 
subseribe to each one. They 
naturally want to know how they 
are benefitted. But thisis onlya 
minor phase of the question. The 
real advantagas"of centrahzation 
would be that bigger and betccr 
fairs would be held, there would 
be more competition, and by 
advertising and cheap railway 
fares crowds of people could be 
attracted from a distance, In this 
matter the Territories are betiind 
the times. Every province, in- 
cluding British Columbia and 
Manitoba has its big annual show 
and the results are decidedly 
advantageous to all interests.

THE HUDSON BAY COMPANY 


More than once the Hudson Bay 
Company has been accused of 
advancing its own interests at the 
expense of both white people and 
Indians, That the company was 
for a long time opposed to 
colonization and tried to conceal 
the country’s adaptability for 
cultivation and pastoral purposes 
is another of the reproaches of 
which the great corporation has 
been the object. Now it often 
happens that a policy which, if 
judged at one stage of its 
operation, is open to rebuke on 
ethical grounds, may in the later 
evolution of events, be shown to 
be in keeping with a regard for 
the best interests of all concerned, 
To base a theory of Providence on 
such examples of development is 
attended with some risk, especially 
when it makes thefprosperity ot 
the present jeneration the fitting 
goal of a long series of toils, pains 
and mishaps on the part of those 
who went before us, There is no 
taint of this kindin tieorizing in 
the modest defence of the Hudson 
Bay Company's policy that Lord 


Strathcona and Mount Royal has 


included in his sketch of the com- 
pany’s career contributed to the 
British Association Handbook pre- 
pared for the late Toronto 
meeting. Though necessarily 
short, it is of interest to many, and 
it has the exceptional value of 
being written with authority. 
The main fact brought out i« that, 
without pretending to be phil- 
anthropic or patristic beyond its 
obligation, the Hudson's Bay 
Uompany really rendered im- 
portant services both to the 
Dominion and the Empire as a 
whole. 

When in fthe fyear (1690 two 
young Frenchmen) appeared in 
Quebee with a well filled$fleet of 
fur canoes, and! accounted for 
their wealth in peltry by a story 
of adventure, in which there are 
still unsettled points, no one 
fancied that they were to give the 
impulse to a movement that 
should ontlive French rule in New 
France and British rule in New 
{ngland, three revolutions and 
the monarchy of the great Louis, 
Ten years later, Charles the 
Second, granted a charter to his 
dearly beloved cousin, Prince 
Rupert, Duke of Bavaria and 
Cumberland, Duke}{of Albemarle 
and other nobles and gentlemen, 
authorizing and encouraging them 
to undertake an expedition to the 
northwest part of America for the 
discovery of a new passage to the 
South Sea, und for the finding of 
some trade for furs, minerals and 
other considerable commodities, 
and granting them sole trade and 
commerce in thore sens, bays, 
rivers, ete., lying within the en- 
trance of Hudson's straits. 

As the French coureur de bois, 
and those with and for whom he 
penetrated the wilds of our conti- 
nent had preceded in the fur trade 
the company of adventurers trad- 
ing with Hudson's Bay, so after 
the close of the old regime those 
hardy bushrangers had continued 
to seek a harvest for winning 
which they were by the traditions 
of a century and a balf so admir- 
ably adapted, Sometimes they 
helped, sometimes they rivaled 
the servants of the company. 
The rivalry had its romance, but 
the romance was unhappily 
mingled with tragedy. There 
were faults on both sides—faults 
largely due to misunderstanding 
and sometimes to the too fervid 
blood of the Scottish Celt. Atlast 
the strife ended in amalgamation, 
In 1821, when the union took place, 
there were 110 posts in operation. 
Less than 40 years later the com- 
pany’s exclusive powers in the 
great region west of the moun- 
tains and their lease of Van- 
couver's island expired, and ten 
years afterwards the imperial gov- 
evnment secured (with certain 
reservations) the remainder of its 
r.ghts, 

During these two centuri

“erry done in justitica- 
tion of its tenure of so vast a 
monopoly? At first the adven- 
turers were hardly adventurous 
enough, as they found by and by 
to their cost. The passage to the 
South Sea was not discovered, nor 
for a good while was it looked for, 
At times the holders of bay const 
strongkolds bad plenty to do to 
hold their own: more than once 
their grasp relaxed and a transfer 
took place. But, regarding the 
policy of the company as a whole, 
it was advantageous tothe Mother 
Country and to Canada. The 
timidity that clung to the shore 
was succeeded by a boldness that 
vied with and ultimately sur- 
passed the enterprise of all 
competitors. Before the trans- 
fer of 1870 took place “the country 
had beep explored north, south, 
east and west....... Itis not 
too much to say that it is owing to 
the fur traders that much of 
Western Canada was retained for 
the British.” The credit that 
Canada has won for treating the 
Indians with humaneness, and 
maintaining peace with such rare 
interruption, was in reality owing 
to the company. Both in 1870 and 
in 1885 the situation would have 
been far more difficult but for the 
efforts of the company’s officers 
and for the influence that they 
had gained over the Indians 
during a friendly intercourse of 
two centuries, 

We need not follow’ Lord 
Strathcona and Mount Royal as 
he describes the lonely life of the 
old Hudson Bay Company’s officer, 
and contrasts it with his less 
wolated pesition today. The 
company (with its actual grant of 
3,000,000 acres of land and prospect 
as the surveys proceed, of 
double as much) is still a power in 
the Dominion, 

There is just one grave omission 
in this sketch of the Fur Trade in 


Canada, but ii is not one that the 
chairman of the Hudson’s Bay 
Company could be expected to 
supply. Ot the services rendered 
to Canada by that great organi- 
zation, especially in these critical 
periods of transition when the 
safety of half the Dominion 
depended on the ceasonableness or 
untimeliness of a word, thove who 
speak for Lord Mount Royal can 
honestly say, ‘Quorum pars magna 
fui.”—Montreal Gazette.

For many years Mr. Crawford was 
an officer of the Hudson Bay Co., 
his last post’ of service being 
Augawa Bay, at the mouth of 
Hudson Bay. He was for two 
years—'86 and ‘87—a member of 
the North West Council. As the 
Regina Leader says: “Mr. Craw- 
ford was a Scotchman at once 
canny, genial and jolly, and 
shrewd; a man of rive education, 
broad mind, intelligence and 
ken insight; a friend at all tines 
and particularly a friend in need, 
Asan old acquaintance expresses 
it, ‘he was a dear, kind, large 
hearted and faithful friend. What 
a blank there wil! be in Indian 
Head and vicinity! I met bim first 
at Fort Qu’Appelle in '82, and from 
that day to this ha has been to me 
as my own father. Of those 
among men that Ihave known, I 
have never known a more sincere, 
upright, thorough Chrictian, nora 
kinder, truer friend. Oh! how 1 
will miss him!’ There are scores, 
yes hundreds, who will feel that 
they can subscribe to the same 
words, 

It is satisfactory to note Mr.

SOME LARGE NUGGETS 


The largest nugget yet found on the 
Clondike came down on the steamer 
Excelsior, the 15th instant. Itweighed 
alittle less than 34 ounces and was 
worth $583.25, Larger nuggets than 
that have been found on the North 
Fork of the Coenr d’Alene, and in 
comparison with some of the nuggets 
found in California, it isa trifle. The 
famous Monumental nugget of Cali- 
fornia weighed 148 pounds 4 ounces, 
California's second largest nugget was 
found in French ravine in 18538, and 
weighed 51 pounds. One from Down- 
ieville in 1851 netted the owner $8,000, 
Nuggets ranging in value from $500 to 
$5,000 were found by the score in Cali- 
tornia, f 

But it does not follow that the fail- 
ure of the Clondike to turn out big 
nuggets is indicative of the absence of 
great placer wealth, In the early days 
of California, millions of dollars were 
taken from rich diggings, and in many 
camps no very large nuggets were 
found. Then Clondike’s history 1s 
brief, and later work in the placer 
fields of Alaska may disclose some 
large chunks of gold, The California 
excitement was started in 1848, and 
many millions of dollars had been 
taken from the placers before the 
great nuggets were uncovered,

all well, but were making slow pro-

two others at the Athabasca, and one 
of these broke his neck when tied toa 
tree. They proposed to divide into 
four parties, as the whole outfib was 
to unwieldly for travel vver bad roads, 
They had secured the use of an Indian 
canoe at the Athabasca in which they 
crossed their outfit, They would be 
ahle to get horses at Sturgeon lake or 
Grand Prairie when they. reach there, 
They were quite gritty, but saw their 
mistake in buying poor horses and 
then loading theos so heavily, Mrs, 
Garner was with the party and seem- 
edto be well and taking an active 
part in the proceedings. They were 
then entering on the worst of the road, 
from the Athabasca to Sturgeon lake 
about 100 miles, in which there are a 
roodmany windfalls and some mas- 
5 Once the Big Smoky is crossed 
they would be on Grand Prairie, and 
t e travelling would be good to Fort 
St. John. Inspector Moodie engaged 
Urhan Gladu, who had guided Mr, 
Noyes ouf, to return with his party. 
The police party were in good health 
and heart and were trayelling well. 
Stout, Ersh, Wigmore and Riddet! 
travelling well and were gaining on 
the Fresno party, being only 80 miles 
behind, They had lost one horse by 
straying away. They seemed weil 
satisfied with the progress they were 
making, but were not professional 
packers, 

Mr. Noyes left Edmonton on Aug- 
ust 3rd with one man and two pac 
and two saddle horses. The pack 
horses were loaded with about 175 
poundseach. They were two days 
reaching Lake St. Ann, They left 
St. Ann on August llth. They were 
five days more reaching the Athabasca 
nine days to Sturgeon like, three days 
to Smoky river and six days to Saska- 
toon lake, This lake was about four 
days east of the mountains and atout 
eight days southeast of Fort St. Jobn, 
The trail to Saskatoon lake, forked 
from the main trail to Danvegan and 
St. John, on the west bank of the 
Smoky. Mr. Noyes estimates his rate 
of travelling at 20 miles a day, When 
packing with loads he says the usual 
rate is 12 to 15 miles, with loads of 
200 pounds, on good horses, The 
Athabasea and the Smoky had to be 
vafted, The Pembina and the Little 
Smoky were fordable, but sometimes 
are toohigh. ‘Ihe trail from Lake St, 
Ann, across the Pembina to the Atha- 
bascis g> of, The ground is dry, 
there are no windfalls and there are 
some prairie openings.
